Airport Vote Set 
The Wayne County Airport Au- 


thority Board is expected to vote on 
a proposed Master Plan that would 
provide for the construction of a fifth 
parallel runway on the south end of 
Romulus when it meets on July 24. 
(Results unavailable at press time.) 
Airport officials say that projec- 
tions of increased traffic necessitate 
the runway, which would require the 
demolition of more than 800 homes, 
at least one elementary school, and 
numerous businesses. In fact, recent

as three percent for the first five 
months of 2008, although they con- 
tain the caveat that the figures are

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Low Voter Turnout Expected for Primary 


With experts across the state predict- 
ing low turnouts for the August 5 primary, 
Romulus City Clerk Linda Choate is 
reminding everyone that the old maxim, 
“every vote counts,” may be trite, but it's 
true — as she can attest from personal 
experience. 

“In November 1997, the general elec- 
tion for the seventh seat on the Romulus 
City Council ended in a tie between Mary 
Hatten Collins and Michael Prybyla,” 
Choate recalled. “We ended up determin- 
ing the winner [Prybyla] by putting two 
slips of paper — one of which said ‘elected’; 
the other, ‘not elected’ — into a container, 
and having each candidate choose one. 

“Believe me,” she added, “your vote 
really can make a difference.” 

Yet, despite the importance of the pti- 
mary, Choate says she wouldnt be at all 
surprised to see a turnout as low as 20%. 
Part of the reason, she believes, is the rela- 
tive lack of controversial ballot proposals in 
this election. Only a proposed 0.1 mill hike 
for the Detroit Zoo faces voters countywide. 

There are, however, a few races that 


could generate more-than-usual interest 
among area voters. One that comes to mind 
is the State Representative position in the 
22nd District (Romulus and Taylor), where 
the departure of term-limited Hoon-Yung 
Hopgood is leaving a void. Three Taylor 
Democrats — Jill Brandana, Douglas Geiss, 
and Edward Mulka — are fighting for the 
support of voters who typically lean heavily 
in their partys favor. Two Republicans — 
Taylor residents Don Lingerfelt and Darrell 
McNeill — are vying for a spot on the 
November ballot, as well. 

Also leaving due to term limits is Kath- 
leen Law, Representative of the 23rd Dis- 
trict (including Brownstown and Huron 
townships), whose seat is sought by five 
Democrats (Burl Adkins, Jim Beaubien, J. 
Forrest Chapman, John Cronin, and Deb 
Kennedy) and three Republicans (Neil 
DeBlois, J. Garza, and Linda Harmon). 

Certain races on the local level prom- 
ise to be hotly contested, too. In Browns- 
town, for instance, voters must narrow a 
field of 12 Democratic candidates for Town- 


ship Trustee (Larry Arreguin, Mike Eberth, 


Albert Mann, Ed Neal, Todd Pappas, Teri 
Rybski, Richard Sexton, Kevin Stoltz, James 
Taft, Clyde Walters, Barbara Warren, and 
David Zurawski) down to four. 

‘Community proposals of note include 
a police millage renewal in Huron Town- 
ship and a “downtown improvement’ bond 
issue in Belleville. 

One thing that voters everywhere need 
to remember is that they cannot vote a ‘split 
ticket” on the primary ballot’s partisan sec- 
tion. Ballots that contain votes for both 
Democratic and Republican candidates will 
not be counted for any partisan office. 

In the nonpartisan section, voters will 
be asked to choose not more than three of 
the following candidates for Judge of the 
3rd Circuit Court: Wanda Cal, Richard 
Cunningham, Sharon Grier, Robert Harris 
Jr., Daniel Hathaway, Susan Hubbard, 
Connie Kelley, Corbett O’Meara, Lynne 
Pierce, Neil Sawicki, and John Sullivan. 

Voters who would like to familiarize 
themselves with their particular commu- 
nity’s ballot before election day may request 
a sample from their local clerk's office. O

Taylor Courthouse To Be Named for 
Longtime Judges Nicita and Sutherland 


The 23rd District Court building in 
Taylor will be named after two men who 
served together for more than 32 years in 
the City of Taylor judiciary: Judge Anthony 
Nicita and Judge William J. Sutherland. 

On July 15, upon a recommendation 
by Mayor Cameron G. Priebe, the Taylor 
City Council voted unanimously to honor 
the judges by adding their names to the 
courthouse. 

For many area Patients the judges’ 
names have been synonymous with Taylor 
since it was a township more than 40 years 
ago. At that time, Nicita and Sutherland 
served on committees that studied the fea- 
sibility — and ultimately promoted the idea 
— of Taylor Township becoming a city. After 
voters approved “cityhood” in 1968, both 
men served on the commission that drafted 
the first City Charter. 

Judge Nicita served the Taylor judiciary 
full-time for 43 years, first as a justice of 
the peace, then as a municipal court judge 
when Taylor became a city in 1968, and 
later still as a district court judge from 1980 
to his retirement in 2001. He continues to 
serve as a visiting judge in Taylor and other 
communities. 

Judge Sutherland, who was elected 
municipal judge in 1968, has served as a 
judge in the 23rd District Court since 1980 
for a total of 40 years on the bench. 

“There are no other two judges in any 
community in the State of Michigan with 
the service, tenure, and stature of Judge 
Nicita and Judge Sutherland,” Mayor Priebe 
said. “These two men have served Taylor 
proudly, and they deserve to be recognized 
in the highest regard, esteem, and honor.” 

Both judges said they were flattered 
and honored. 

“In my opinion, one of the highest 
honors a city can bestow on one of its citi- 
zens is the naming of a park, street, school, 


or public facility in recognition of his or 
her service to the community,” Judge 
Sutherland said. “I’m sure that I speak for 
Judge Nicita when I say that we are both 
overwhelmed with the honor of having this 
new court named the Nicita and Sutherland 
Courthouse. What greater honor can be 
given to an attorney and judge than to have 
a courthouse named after them?” ; 
Judge Nicita concurred. 


“It is a great honor to have my name — 


appear on the building,” he said. “It's not 
something that is expected, but I’m very 
thankful to the mayor and the city council 
for thinking about me after all of these years 
of retirement. 

“Also,” Nicita added, “it’s great to have 
my name linked with that of Judge Suther- 
land, having served with him for more than 
three decades.” 

The stately new courthouse at 23365 
Goddard Road, just east of the former court, 
opened in October 2005. An official nam- 
ing ceremony will take place on a date to 


be determined. LJ

Annual Rollie Hopgons 5K Run Honors Late ie! ae Leader

third overall in the Rollie Hopgood 
Midtown Taylor 5K Run. 


Two recent college graduates beat the 
rest of the field — and the rain — to win 
their first Rollie Hopgood Midtown Taylor 
5K Run on July 12. Wade Wines, a Pinck- 
ney native who just graduated from East- 
ern Michigan University in Ypsilanti, was 
the overall male winner. The 22-year-old 
finished the course in 15 minutes and 58 
seconds — an average of 5:09 per mile. 

Dearborn resident Emily Masters, a Uni- 
versity of Michigan—Dearborn graduate, 
was the fastest female. Masters, 24, finished 
the coursé in 19:30, more than a minute 
faster than her closest competitor. 

Wines victory brought to an end a five- 
year winning streak by Grosse Ile native Jon 
Hodge, a standout runner at Grosse Ile 
High School and, later, at Northwood Uni- 
versity. Hodge, now 23, finished fourth 
overall in 17:09. : 

The three runners were among those 
who finished before heavy rains soaked the 
course - and the athletes - for the first time 
in the race history, according to organizers. 
The rain had an impact on race times. 

Wines’ closest competitor was his run- 
ning partner, Scott Setzke of Wyandotte, 
who moved up from fourth place last year 
to overall runner-up this year.
